And now I pray, 
what is the Conſequence, of all this ? Woful Experience 
phialy ſhews, that by the ill Acquaintance and Converſation 
they meet with there, they learn to be Thieves, and find the 
way to the {hief-taber's Houſes, ſet up by them on purpoſe to 
herbaor and train up one Brood of Thieves under another 
and to ſcreen and fave them from the Gallows, to the end 
that they may live by the Reverſion of them, c. And now 
it is the general Complaint of the Taverns, the Coff:e-Houſes, 

Shopkcepers and others, that many of their Cuſtomers 
are afraid when it is dark, tocome to their Houſes and Shops, 
for fear that their Hats and Wigs ſhould be ſnatch'd from off 
their Heads, or their Swords taken from their Sides, or that 
they may be blinded, knock'd down, cut or ſtabbæd; nay, 
the Coaches cannot ſecure them, but they are likewiſe aſſault - 
ed cut and robbed in the publick Streets, Cc. By which means 
the Traffick cf the City is greatly interrupted, and will be 
much more fo, if a timely and effectual Care is not taken to 
prevent the ſame, Cc. And how can you ſuppoſe it to be 
otherwiſe, when there are ſo many publick Offices, publick 
and private Houſes, publick Inns, and publick Shops, ſet np 
on purpoſe to harbour 1h:eves — Robbers, and carry on the 
baſ-it Deſigns with them, to the juſt Reproach of this great 
and wealthy Citi, C. And now let us ſee what are the 
Methods taken to ſuppreſs thoſe diſorderly Houles and 
Practices. |
